We find on examination that Captain 
Thomsett is right in holding that. there 
is no law in Hongkong by.which Masters 
of British ships: aro: forbidden’ to go’ to 
sea without properly certificated officers 
of the rank of Ist and 2nd Mate, The 
136th Section of the Merchant Shipping 
Amendment Act -1854, applies only to 
British vessels going to sea’ from a port’ 
in the United ‘Kingdom, and no Jocal 
Ordinance has been passed extending the 
rule laid down in that’ section: to this 
Colony. . The penalty under the English 
Act is £50. for each infraction of the 
law. This being the-fact, we have to ex- 
onerate Capt. Thomsett from the ‘implied 
blame cast npon him for the Dayspring 
‘affair, It was “not in hia power to do 
more than he. avers he did; and: the 
responsibility of that wretched blot upon 
Hongkong. lies with the government of 
which ko is simply an- officer.

Proclamation by Cusii, Magistrate of the 
‘Magistrate of 
the P’wangyu District :-— 

We have received instructiotis from }'s 
Honor the F’sanoial Commissioner, ‘embo- 
dying orders from his Excellency the Vices 
roy in tenor as follow — 

“The Viceroy received a communication 
on tho 20th August last from the British 
Consul,-Mr Robertson, to the effect that he 
has been addressed: by -the. British mer- 
chants at Canton with reference to thi great 
losq and: detrimont to the’ trade caused by 
the inferior quelities of the Teas supplied . 
by the Teamen, notwithstanding their von. 
tracta to deliver Teas according to. muster. - 
The practice appears -to be that the Tea- 
brokers take round samples of Teas, and 
the morchants after inspecting and tasting 
thoir qualities and arranging for the price 
to be paid for the chop, with the woight in 
piculs and the time of delivery, engage ton- 
nage by. vessels proceeding to England ; 

“when the Teas dgreec: for arrive in 
Canton, they are found on inspection tobe 
not only far inferior in quality to.the sam- 
ple supplied, but largely mixed with, what 
aro called.‘ lie-teas,’ or leaves of plants. of 
all kinds prepared to imitate the yenuins 
tea. This has ‘ow become the regular 
practice, and it is necessary that some.mea- 
sures should be taken to put an end tothe 
frauds which are thus perpetrated. He 
therefore urges that, measures be devised 
with this end in view, ato, eto, The U.S, 
Consul,-Mr King, has also made a similar. 
representation, On receipt of the foregoing 
the Viceroy ordains that a notification be ° 
issied. to the Ten dealers with injunctions to 
be laid upon them for their obediance.” 

The Magistrates being in \ receipt of the 
above instructions, huvo to issue a notifies. 
tion in pursuance ‘of their tenor; and we 
do therefore accordingly proclaim for the 
instruction of all members of the Tea 
‘Trade, thatit is an obvious duty to wake 
honesty aud good faith the guiding princi . 
ples of commerce with foreign mercbants, 
and that to cherish fraudulent designs: canin 
no wise-be permitted, They should, more. 
over, bear in mind that the bulk of the Tes 
export. has been confined of late years lo” 
the ports of Fukien, whilst the local trade 
in‘Canton. teas itself, has at the same time 
Ienguishod-in an unusual degree. If fraudo- 
lent practicés. in’ the way of false. packing 
be further persisted in, not-only will thoss 
guilty of auch acts be liable to prosecution 
and thus incur the danger.of arrest and 
actions for compensation, but the 
itself will continae to fall off daily, abd ths 
possibility of gain to the trader will be 
still. more. remote, Itis not difficult to 
perceive on which side the real interest of 
the dealer actually lies. “After tho issue of 
in| this Notification, if the traders referred 10 
fail to amend their waya, and still continns 
indulging in fraudulent ractices, on com 
plaint being lodged by foreign merchants, 
‘they shall not only be required to*make 
compensation, but ‘shall farther be visit 
with severe punishment, under the statute 
for assimilating the offence of, obtaining. 
money under false pretences with the crits’ 
of robbery Be ye careful, therefore, not 
to disobey, and thus to involve yourselr# 
in trouble, Let all tremblingly obey: 4 
apecinl Proclamation.
